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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance claims 1 and 17 is that the prior art of record does not 
teach the ink recycling unit provided upstream of the ink removing unit and down stream of the 
inking unit with respect to a rotation direction of the plate cylinder. The ink recycling unit also 
has a precedence ink removing means which includes a pre-wiping pattern roller in contact with 
the intaglio plate cylinder as argued by applicant (the Remarks, page 19, lines 15-24). 

The primary reason for allowance claim 12 is that the prior art of record does not teach 
the ink recycling unit provided upstream of the ink removing unit and down stream of the inking 
unit with respect to a rotation direction of the plate cylinder. The ink recycling unit has a 
precedence ink removing means which includes a pre-wiping pattern roller in contact with the 
intaglio plate cylinder and a cutter provided upstream of the recovery blade in a direction of the 
ink flow so that the cutter blocks the flow of the ink which is scraped by the scraping means. 

The limitations in the claims are not rendered obvious by any proper combination of the 
prior art known to the Examiner.
